An eight-hour law for rail- 
roads to become effective at a 
date far enough in the future 
to give the railroads opportuni- 
ty to prepare for it. 

A law patterned after the 
Canadian act, which creates a 
commission of investigation and 
prevents lockouts . or strikes 
while an industrial dispute is 
being investigated,

for the next step after the rail- 
road managers have formally
